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CURRENT DRAFT OF ARTICLE V FORMULATION IN WORKING GROUP OF DRAFT- 
ING COMMITTEE READS AS EOLLOWS. EXPLANATION FOLLOWS SEPTEL. 
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1 . THE CONFERENCE REAFFIRMS THE OBLIGATION OF PARTIES TO THE 
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TREATY TO TAKE APPROPRIATE MEASURES TO ENSURE THAT POTENTIAL BENE- 
FITS FROM ANY PEACEFUL APPLICATIONS OF NUCLEAR EXPLOSIONS ARE MADE 
AVAILABLE TO NON-NUCLEAR- WEAPON STATES PARTY TO THE TREATY IN FULL 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE PROVISIONS OF ARTICLE V AND OTHER APPLICABLE 
INTERNATIONAL OBLIGATIONS. IN THIS CONNEXION, THE CONFERENCE ALSO 
REAEFIRMS THAT SUCH SERVICES SHOULD BE PROVIDED TO NON-NUCLEAR- 
WEAPON STATES PARTY TO THE TREATY ON A NON-DISCRIMINATORY BASIS 
AND THAT THE CHARGE TO SUCH PARTIES FOR THE EXPLOSIVE DEVICES 
USED SHOULD BE AS LOW AS POSSIBLE AND EXCLUDE ANY CHARGE FOR RE- 
SEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT. 

2. THE CONFERENCE NOTES THAT ANY POTENTIAL BENEFITS COULD BE MADE 
AVAILABLE TO NON-NUCLEAR- WEAPON STATES NOT PARTY TO THE TREATY 
BY WAY OE NUCLEAR EXPLOSION SERVICES PROVIDED BY NUCLEAR- WEAPON 
STATES, AS DEFINED BY THE TREATY, AND CONDUCTED UNDER THE APPRO- 
PRIATE INTERNATIONAL OBSERVATION AND INTERNATIONAL PROCEDURES 
CALLED FOR IN ARTICLE V AND IN ACCORDANCE WITH OTHER APPLICABLE 
INTERNATIONAL OBLIGATIONS. THE CONFERENCE CONSIDERS IT IMPERATIVE 
THAT ACCESS TO POTENTIAL BENEFITS OF NUCLEAR EXPLOSIONS EOR PEACE- 
FUL PURPOSES SHOULD NOT LEAD TO ANY PROLIEERATION OF NUCLEAR EX- 
PLOSIVE CAPABILITY. 

3. THE CONFERENCE CONSIDERS THE IAEA TO BE THE APPROPRIATE INTER- 
NATIONJL BODY, REFERRED TO IN ARTICLE V OF THE TREATY, THROUGH 
WHICH POTENTIAL BENEFITS FROM PEACEFUL APPLICATIONS OF NUCLEAR 
EXPLOSIONS COULD BE MADE AVAILABLE TO ANY NON-NUCLEAR- WEAPON 
STATE. ACCORDINGLY, THE CONFERENCE URGES THE IAEA TO EXPEDITE 
WORK ON IDENTIEYING AND EXAMINING THE IMPORTANT LEGAL ISSUES IN- 
VOLVED IN, AND TO COMMENCE CONSIDERATION OF THE STRUCTURE AND CON- 
TENT OE THE SPECIAL INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENT OR AGREEMENTS CONTEM- 
PLATED IN ARTICLE V OF THE TREATY, TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THE VIEWS 

OF THE CONFERENCE OF THE COMMITTEE ON DISARMAMENT AND THE UNITED 
NATIONS GENERAL ASSEMBLY AND AFEORDING AN OPPORTUNITY TO STATES 
PARTY TO THE TREATY BUT NOT MEMBERS OE THE AGENCY TO PARTICIPATE 
IN SUCH WORK. 

4. THE CONFERENCE NOTES THAT THE TECHNOLOGY OF NUCLEAR EXPLOSIONS 
FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES IS STILL AT THE STAGE OF DEVELOPMENT AND 
STUDY, AND THAT THERE ARE A NUMBER OE INTERRELATED INTERNATIONAL 
LEGAL AND OTHER ASPECTS OE SUCH EXPLOSIONS WHICH STILL NEED TO BE 
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INVESTIGATED. 

5. THE CONFERENCE COMMENDS THE WORK IN THIS FIELD THAT HAS BEEN 
CARRIED OUT WITHIN THE IAEA AND LOOKS FORWARD TO THE CONTINUANCE 
OF SUCH WORK PURSUANT TO UNITED NATIONS GENERAL ASSEMBLY RESOLU- 
TION 3261 D (XXIX). IT EMPHASIZES THAT THE IAEA SHOULD PLAY THE 
CENTRAL ROLE IN MATTERS RELATING TO THE PROVISION OF SERVICES FOR 
THE APPLICATION OF NUCLEAR EXPLOSIONS EOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES. IT 
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BELIEVES THAT THE IAEA WHOULD BROADEN ITS CONSIDERATION OE THIS 
SUBJECT TO ENCOMPASS, WITHIN ITS AREA OF COMPETENCE, ALL ASPECTS 
AND IMPLICATIONS OP THE PRACTICAL APPLICATIONS OP NUCLEAR EXPLO- 
SIONS FOR PRECEFUL PURPOSES. TO THIS END IT URGES THE IAEA TO SET 
UP APPROPRIATE MACHINERY WITHIN WHICH INTERGOVERNMENTAL DISCUSSION 
CAN TAKE PLACE AND THROUGH WHICH ADVICE CAN BE GIVEN ON THE AGEN- 
CY'S WORK IN THIS PIELD. 

6. THE CONPERENCE ATTACHES CONSIDERABLE IMPORTANCE TO THE CONSI- 
DERATION BY THE CCD, PURSUANT TO UNITED NATIONS GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
RESOLUTION 3261 D (XXIX) AND TAKING DUE ACCOUNT OF THE VIEWS OF 
THE IAEA, OP THE ARMS CONTROL IMPLICATIONS OF NUCLEAR EXPLOSIONS 
POR PEACEFUL PURPOSES. 

7. THE CONPERENCE NOTES THAT THE THIRTIETH SESSION OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS GENERAL ASSEMBLY WILL RECEIVE REPORTS PURSUANT TO UNITED 
NATIONS GENERAL ASSEMBLY RESOLUTION 3261 D (XXIX) AND WILL PRO- 
VIDE AN OPPORTUNITY POR STATES TO DISCUSS QUESTIONS RELATED TO THE 
APPLICATION OP NUCLEAR EXPLOSIONS FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES. THE CON- 
PERENCE FURTHER NOTES THAT THE RESULTS OF DISCUSSION IN THE UNIT- 
ED NATIONS GENERAL ASSEMBLY AT ITS THIRTIETH SESSION WILL BE 
AVAILABLE TO BE TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT BY THE IAEA AND THE CCD FOR 
THEIR PURTHER CONSIDERATION.DALE 
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
